He can only be whipped by frontal 
attack and superior numbers. W herever 
Ruller turns he finds a_solid front of Boers. 
The only difference, apparently, between his 
present position and the one he oceupled 
when he was defeated at Colenso Nov. 15, 
is that the river ix not in front of him. But 
it must be remembered that tf he is forced 
to retire pressed by the Boers he will find 
the river a greater obstacle to his retreat 
than it was to his advance. A retreating 
army with a river to cross has a hard task 
before it 

Absence of news from Buller plainly In- 
(‘erates that he has no good news to cable. 
London has never failed to recelve prompt- 
ly the news of every success, larée or small, 
to British arms. It is beginning to dawn 
on the English mind that Buller will do 
well to even hold bis own, until he can be 
re-enforced; that his force is wholly In- 
adequate to the task In hand, and that the 
crossing of the Tugela would have been dec- 
layed. 


There can be little doubt that the rellef 
of Ladyemith, if !t is ever accomplished, ts 
to cost the British serious losses In killed 
and wounded. As yet, they have only been 
attacking the enemy's outposts and the 
burghers’ main position ts untouched. There 
Gen. Joubert has in all probability prepared 


a system of defense that will be hard to 
break. 

Even Gen. Warren's forces after two 
Gays’ fighting does not appear to have 


yielded an important advantace to the Brirt- 
ish, as the captured kopjes were evidently 
only held as advanced posts in order to de- 
lay the progress of the British troops and 
enable the Boers to comple:e their entrench- 
ments and to mount guns on the position 
on which they have elected to make a 
stand. It is remarked that the Boers thus 
far. have used little artillery, from which, 
ft is judged, that thelr guns are already 
mounted on tactical positions from whieh 
the British will have to dislodge the burgh- 
ers before reaching Ladysmith. 

All the dispatches from’ the fron: show 
that Warren had a hard time holding his 
own. Even one of Buller’s reports tells 
us tha’ to “relleve the pressure on Warren 
I ordered a reconnaissance in the center.” 

The Chronicle correspondent says: “ 

“Gen. Warren continues pushing, though 
he is necessarily making very slow prog- 
ress, as the BHoers are numerous and s: rong- 
ly intrenched. Our Infantry are working 
over parallel ridkes, with Lord Dundonald'« 
cavaly lying well out on the left flank and 
awaiting developments. The Boers contest 
every inch of the ground.”

SENATOR MENERY'S SPEECH. 


Reply to Pritichard’s Advocacy of 
Change in North Carlina’s 
Constitution. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—In the Senate 
to-day Mr McEnery (Dem. La.) delivered 
his announced speech on the resolution of 
Mr. Pritchard (Rep. N. C.), relating to the 
propased amendment to the constitution o? 
North Carolina. He saifd the race question 
Wiis one of the most serious which had ever 
confronted the nation, and added: 

“So far the best intellecta of the South 
have endeavored to find some remedy to 
make the South prosperous notwithstanding 
the presence of 4 vast number of :gnorant 
blacks; to make her social pasition clear 
and defined in the separation.of the races, 
and to place hec on a political basis that 
will insure stability to her institutions; 
make the ballot bex the aacred depository 
of the jifertie a of the people insteid of the 
c harnel house where under negro dominition 
they were assassinated; to prevent them by 
mneans of the ballot aral superior numbers 
from again getting contro} of the 
Maugurating the era of terrorism and cor- 
ruption which prevatied under this govern- 
Ment from 1868 to 1877.

Mr. MekEnery said the suffrage article in 
the Louisiana constitution was approved by 
all citizens of the State. 

“From the day that the negro was en- 
franchised,”” said Mr. MckEnery, “and ne- 


gro domination prevailed in the State, un- 
til 1876, when it was overthrown, there was 
an era of corruption, vice and tyranny not 
equaled in any age.” 

He reviewed this situation and then spoke 
of the beneficial results of White suprema- 
cy. 
tle sald the regulation of the suffrage in 
Loulsiana did not affect the negro alone, 
but large number of persons who had 
emigrated to New Orleans since the Civ. 
War. It was a dangerous power, unrea- 
soning and without intelligence, and had to 
be controlled. He declared that the be- 
&towal of political power upon the imper- 
eonal mass could not be just.fied. The ex- 
clusion of that mass was not a violation 
of any representative law. 

With reference to the proposed amend- 
ment to the corstitution of North Caro- 
lina, Mr. McEmnery said it did not exclude 
the negro from voting. 

“He has the right in coenmon with the 
white people,” said he, “on the conditions 
alike applic: tble to both races, that he can 
reud and write, or that he owns a certain 
amount of real or personal property. He 
is deprived of no right of suffrage by 
the conferring of it upon another class.’ 
Hie maintained thatthe right to vote could 
be conferred only by a State, and there 
was no restriction on the State as to per- 
sons it might admit to the electorate. He 
then said “There is nohing in the text of 
the suftragwe clause quoted to snow thit 
there is any denial or abridgvement of tne 
right to yote on account. gl race, color or 
previous condition,
